V.'hh the America;! Arnsy in. Picardy. June 4.—American troops 


co-operating with the French vest of Chateau Thierry north oi the 
ilariitr, the nearest, and most critical point to Paris reached by the 
energy, have brilliantly cheeked the onrushisgr Germans, beating off 
repeated attacks and infiicticg severe Josses, thus adding to the s'ory 
of American history. 


The troops began to arrive on the battle front on Saturday and 


participated in the righting almost immediately. They aot only re- 
pulsed the Germans at every point at which they were engaged, but 
took prisoners "without having any prisoners in turn taken by the 
Germans. 


The Americans entered the battle- enthusiastically, eager to fight, 


after a long march. On their way to the battle line they were 
cheered by the crov.-ds in the villages through -nhich they passed. 
Their victorious siand with their gallant French allies soon after en- 
tering the Ene eiectriSed all France. 


The work of the American machine gunners are particularly note- 


worthy. There was at leas; one instance where an entire attacking: 
party was iviped out- 


Owing to the fierceness of the battle it has been difficult to 


verify details, but there were instances of the stiCest of hand to hand 
fighting.- In this the Americans acquitted themselves in a manner 
which won the greatest, praise from their French comrades. 


The most determined attack against the Americans occurred 


last night- Preceded by a heavy bombardment, the Germans came 
in waves. They penetrated the American trenches, but were quickly 
ejected, leaving many dead. 


Two earlier attacks Monday and three Sunday were quickly re- 


pujsed.'

From the very first day of the war the Hearst * w 


papers have b^ieved that victory would be won by the 
united work, effort and energy of ail our people, and not by 
the talk, bickering and fault-finding of a few of oar people. 


The day before war was declared the Hearst papers 


said that the MANAGEMENT of the war ghould be con- 
fided to the Executive; that while deliberation auii many 
counsellors were good in peace, undivided authority and 
responsibility were necessary in war. 


The day after war was declared the Hearst papers 


urged "an army of a million men," "the largest increase 
that could possibly be made in th» navy," "innumerable 
aeroplanes and seaplanes." 


The leaders of both parties in Congress opposed Uni- 


versal Service, or any form of "Selective Conscription." 
But the Hearst papers circulated petitions from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific arfd collected more than 2,000,000 sig- 
natures asking Congress to pass the Selective Conscrip- 
tion act. 


"Only by using the full strength of the nation, AND 


BVEBY MAN'S STRENGTH WHEEE IT IS MOST 
NEEDED, can the fun power of the nation' be exerted" 
was one of the paragraphs of this petition. 


Mr. Hearst went personally to Washington- to urge his 


former associates in Congress to vote for selective conscrip- 
tion and on April 27 published a four column editorial in 
the Washington Post advocating it. 


When the men of the selective draft were called by 


the Government to answer questions indicating their fit- 
ness, the New York American established throughout the 
City of New York schools wherein drafted men were taught 
how to answer the complicated questions in the Govern- 
ment's Questionnaire. These schools were maintained by 
The American for BIX weeks. 


Another urgent need was nerchaat ships. FOB TWO 


YEAES BEFOEE THE WAR the Hearst papers fought 
with vigor and persistency for a Government built mer- 
chant marine. But the bill providing for it was killed by 
a filibuster, in which Senators Elihu. Root and Henry Cabot 
Lodge, of Massachusetts, joined. 


But for this filibuster we might have had at least a 


year ago the ships required to defeat the enemy sub- 
marines. 


Next Aeroplanes I After the fight for the selective 


draft was won, the Hearst papers called for the, conquest 
of the air. More than twenty editorials, some of them full 
pages, urged the appropriation of more tfian $600,000,000 
for aeroplanes and aviators, which was finally secured. 


The selective draft, ships and aeroplanes having been 


provided, the Hearst newspapers next petitioned Congress 
' 'for temperance during the war''; to stop the use of food- 
stuffs for making whiskey. This legislation was accom- 
plished in sixty days.; 


To aid the First^Liberty Loan 914 columns of iLtrzz, 


editorials and cartoons were published in the Hearst papers 
alone—a larger space than any other newspapers gave to 
the cause. 


The first posters in* colors issued in the country were 


drawn by Hearst cartoonists, one of them, published May 
24,1917, so effective that B. W Woolly, Director of Pub- 
licity of the Treasury Department, Washington, requested 
copies for every Federal Reserve Bank in the United 
States—7,700 in number—and they were furnished free. 
"Your work deserved unmeasured commendation," wrote 
the Government's Director of Publicity. 


To aid voluntary recruiting to the navy, the marines 


and the volunteer army, the Hearst newspapers erected 
and manned recruiting stations in the principal cities. In 
New York City more than half of the enlistments were 
made at New York American stations. Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels sent, uufioEcrted, a dispatch saying: "Your 
co-operation in bringing the job and the man together has 
rendered the navy opportune and important assistance." 


Food Control, the next great issue on the war pro- 


gramme, divided the country and Congress. The Hearst 
papers urged ONE MAN CONTROL, instead of a commis- 
«or£ of three. After two months Congress passed the MEL 


The President's War Message and later his Reply to 


the Pope were recognized by the "Hearst papers as "his- 
toric documents that should be preserved." They were 
published in colors on calendered paper and more than 
100,000 copies distributed free.x The Government depart- 
ments, Department of Education, New York Public Library 
and the Y. M. C. A. asked for more than: 10,000 copies of 
these art reprints for their various branches, and they 
were furnished free. 


Marshal Jofire's visit to the United States was com- 


memorated in a handsome volume, bound in veHnm, con- 
taining the. photogrsohs, speeches and souvenirs of many 
cities. This volume, o'flicially sccasjted by the French Com- 
mission, was presented to Field Marshal JoSre in the pres- 
ence of his staff in Paris by General Pershing in behalf 
of Mr. Hearst. 


To promote the Second Liberty Loan the Hearst news- 


Tsspers devoted 1^95 columns of news, editorials and car- 
toons, and to aid ths Third Liberty Loan the Hearst papers 
devoted 1,910 columns of news, editorials and cartoons. 
What they did ia the recent Bed Cross drive is known to 
aS. 


In aH these matters the Hearst newspapers, "doing 


right as God gives us to see the right," have endeavored 
to be vigilant agents of the public interests by acts rather 
than by words. 


And, as a matter of conrse, the Hearst papers wfll con- 


tinue while the war shsU last to put forth aS thair efforts 
toward securing the great victory which shaH forever crush 
the Teuton menace to the peace of fee world. 


To those who. like Colonel Roosevelt, are more inter- 


ested in denunciation of the Admttnstrataoa sad of the 
Hearst uapers than they are in helping to win the war, we 
ask theVnestion: IF WE CANNOT WIN THE WAR BY
